
characterized in that 

a molding , coated on a surface thereof with a paint composed of a thermoplastic resin 
having the same nature as or a nature different from said thermoplastic resin as the 
constituent of said molding or a capable of repeatedly molding by heating and melting after 
mixing with said thermoplastic resin as the constituent of said molding, is crushed or 
pelletized, and 

said crushed or pelletized molding is molded by heating and melting, 
so that said thermoplastic resin as the constituent of said paint is dispersed in said 
thermoplastic resin as the constituent of said molding.—
